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Foreigners Stilt Continue to Peddle 
WMlicit Liquor 


The trial of the Ellenas brothers 
started Thursday afternoon before 
Judge Curtis in Department Two of 
the Superior Court. These men were 
tried several months ago and convict- 
ed and when they appealed the case 
the conviction was confirmed. They 
were compelled to pay a fine of $600. 

These men were put under survel- 
lience and it was found that they 
were back at the same old game. The 
Deputy Sheriffs marched into the 
court room, carrying on their should- 
ers five great stone jugs full of li- 
quor. It is the evidence found when 
their residence was raided. The father 
of the men, who are Italians, main- 
tains a bonded warehouse and it is 
said that they obtained the liquor 
from the warehouse. 

It is maintained that 80 per cent of 
the violations of the Prohibition Act 
are by foreigners and that the prob 
lem of enforcement would not be so 
difficult if a few of the undesirable 
aliens were deported. 

The father of the defendants recent- 
ly appeared before Judge Curtis and 
applied for citzenship papers. When 
asked if he had ever been convicted 
of a violation of the liquor laws of the 
country, said “No.” 

Just as he made that answer, Sher. 
iff Shay walked into the court room 
and Judge Curtis appealed to him for 
information and was informed that 
the man had: lied. His citizenship 
papers were not issued. 

Busy Day for the Coroner 


Wednesday was a busy day for Cor- 
oner Hanna. His first call was to 
San Timeteo canyon to investigate the 
death of Mrs. Belle Carlisle. 

Some months ago Mr. Carlisle 
brought his wife from the Imperial 
Valley and placed her in the Loma 
Linda sanitarium for treatment. It 
was thought that she was much bene- 
fited and Mr. Carlisle took her to the 
Hubbard ranch and was assisting her 
brother. 

“Wednesday morning he came _ into 
the house from the field and inquired 
for his wife and was told -that. she 
was in the upper part of the house. 
He was unable.to find her and beenn 
search for her outdoors, He went to 
wards a eucalyptus. grove and there 
found his wife swinging by the neck 
from a low limb. He immediately cut 
the rope thinking that there might 
still be life in her body. The Coroner 
and a physician were summoned, but 
there was no hope. 

It is said that Mrs. Carlisle had for 
some time been despondent: over the 
fact that her son was buried at sea 
while on his way to France during 
the war. 

No sooner had the Coroner finished 
his work at the Hubbard ranch than 
he was summoned by the Sheriff to 
the scene of an automobile wreck in 
the Santa Ana Control on the Mill 
Creek road. 

The road about three miles north of 
the control s very narrow and in some 
manner unknown, Thomas F. Cant- 
well, who was accompanied by Miss 
Leah Miller and his two year old 
baby, lost control of his car and the 
ear rolled over and over for a dis- 
tance of some 800 feet into the can- 
yon. Miss Miller was killed, her neck 
being broken. Mr. Cantwell was 
thrown out of the car, sustaining ser- 
ious injuries and the baby escaped 
with a few scratches.

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A NECESSARY LAW 
HAT recent outbreak of mob lawlessness 
in Texas, of which four negroes were 
victims, ought to have some influence to 
expedite action upon the proposed anti- 
lynching Jaw that has been long pending in 
the Congress. 

There is not the slightest indication that 
authorities in Texas will raise a hand or lift 
a finger to bring to justice the perpetrators of 
the horrible crime. The three negroes who 
were burned to death protested their innocence 
to the last. The fourth negro was hanged on 
“‘suspicion.’’ Presumably he too declared him- 
self innocent, but as to that nothing is said. 

These lynchings would not be the less crim- 
inal if the guilt of the vietims had been 
proved, for the law prescribes penalties for 
all crimes, and they can be legally inflicted 
only after conviction through due process of 
law. 

But the Texas authorities are powerless or 
unwilling to act to bring penalty of the law 
upon the members of the mob that committed 
those murders. 

The law which is pending in the Congress is 
designed to be applied to just such cases as 
this. When state authorities permit lawless- 
ness or are powerless to prevent it, it is 
proper for the federal government to inter- 
fere. 

The bill has passed the House. The Senate 
should not longer delay action upon it. That 
the President will sign it is virtually certain.

But did not the older gener- 
ation probably fear for the world’s safety 
when at the beginning of this greatest of all 
ages, men ceased to stay at home? 

Thé restlessness of the American people in 
demanding their freedom a century and a half 
«go showed initiative and progress. The pre- 
sent day demand for speed runs into many 
excesses, yet if legitimately exercised indicates 
a desire for efficiency and achievemnt. 

But. speed and restlessness can easily de- 
generate into more confusion, in which case 
few exeeptional leaders will grow. Large- 
minded men from the Qld Testament Abraham 
to Theodore Roosevelt, have generally lived 
many years in places far removed from pay-as- 
you-enter street cars and quick lunches, or 
whatever were the scenes of urban activity for 
their own times.—Pomona Bulletin.

Gloomy 
Gus loudly proclaims that life is a disease for 
which death is the only cure. 

Now we must admit that there is a bit 
cf truth in the contentions of both. Life is 
a glorious thing. There is much love and 
laughter in this old world and the simpering 
sentimentalists do manage to get a great deal 
out of their philosophy. But love and laughter 
and sentiment are not the only pebbles on the 
beach of existence. There is much that is 
unlovely, grewsome and sad. The newspapers 
fairly reek with erime. Men and women are 
daily in the public eye charged with breaking 
their solemn vows. The tears of innocent lit- 
tle children are in evidence everywhere. 
Poverty and squalor are rampant, even in our 
sunny southland, 

But, in spite of all this, there is still, and 
we hope always will be, a splendid middle 
ground between these two extremes of simp- 
ering silliness and glowering choler. Life is 
a complex thing. It becomes more complex 
each year. If this complexity continues the 
logical conclusion must be that ultimately life 
will become so intricate that the whole will 
be gummed up and decadence set in. How- 
ever, there are evidences a-plenty that other 
forces than mere optimism and dank pessi- 
mism are at work. Between these two ex- 
tremes there is a happy island of common 
sense and vigorous sanity, forces that see 
both the good and the evil in life and with 
characteristic aptitude select from both what 
is best calculated to contribute to the good 
of the wholé. It is in these sane, vigorous 
healthy forces that the ordinary man sees the 
opportunities for progress — progress in 
thought, progress in industry, progress in the 
social forces that surge like the tides through 
the vast heaving ocean of human existence; 
forces that. are unchanged by the hollow 
eackle of the simpering Pollyanna philosopher 
or the sneer of the grouchy Gloomy Gus, 
but forces thgt are as unchanging as the stars 
in their: courses as they swing and sweep 
through the limitless reaches of the universe.

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POSER FOR SUPREME COURT 


URIOUSLY enough, the supreme court 
of the United States has never rendered 

a decision as to the eligibility, or other- 

wise, of a Japanese resident of the 
United States to become a citizen. It is 
possible that the decision of the three federal 
judges, sitting en banc, in San Francisco, up- 
holding the California alien land law, may be 
the means of precipitating an opinion on this 
long mooted question if an appeal is _per- 
fected by the parties in interest in the Merced 
arm Company, transfer of stock, in which 
from an American citizen to a Japanese has 
heen denied. ‘The court holds that the alien 
land law violates no provision of the United 
States constitution, nor does it conflict with 
the treaty between this counry and Japan 
since all aliens, oher than those mentioned in 
section one of the California statute in contro- 
versy, may ‘‘acquire, possess, enjoy and trans- 
fer real property or any interest therein’’ in 
this state in accordance with the terms of 
existing treaties. As applicant, Satow, is a 
subject of the emperor of Japan, born in 
Japan, of Japanese parents, he is, therefore, 
declares Judge Morrow, of the circuit court of 
appeals, one of the aliens who is barred from 
so profiting. It is stated that the Japanese 
in California are anxious to get the question 
before the highest court in the country. Hence 
they may carry it up on the question of 
eligibility. Why is a Japanese subject, re- 
sident of the United States, not eligible to 
citizenship? The supreme court of the United 
States will be imvited to pfonounce its ipse 
dixit thereon.—Saturday Nnght.
